In response to the Office Action dated October 5, 2005, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration based on the following remarks. 

The Office Action rejects Claims 1, 5-8, 10-1 1, 15-18, and 20-21 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as unpatentable over Li in view of Carlson. Claims 2 and 12 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Li in view of Carlson and further in view of Day. 
Claims 3-4, 9, 13, 14, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over 
Li in view of Carlson and further in view of Gornushkin. 

Independent Claim 1 is directed toward a method for identifying an unknown 
material. The method comprises obtaining a multi-order spectrum a sample of said 
unknown material, comparing the multi-order spectrum to multi-order spectra for known 
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
